H ie scope of tile victory won by the American First 
Army in Lorraine in im first offensive continues to grow. 
The number of prisoners taken is now said to be jo.ooo, 
which is virtually the equivalent of two enemy d i v i s i o n s . 
General Pershing s forces in two days drove in to a 
maximum depth of 13 miles.
